An innual re-rearting of the Declaration 


ef Independence—or at least the ftrst few 
paragraphs—ought to become • habit with 
every American who it concerned about 
his nation and want* to understand how 
it came about. The document so clearly 
•how« the amaxing depth and understand- 
ing of the men who composed it and swore 
allegiance to it. Officially the Declaration 
ha* no place in our government ai doe* 
the United Statei Constitution, but it does 
reveal the philosophy that conceived th« 
United States. 


The franers were not hasty advocates 


»f change. They carefully explain that "a 
decent respect to the opinions of mankind 
require* that they should declare UM 
causes which impel them to the separa- 
tion. . . . Prudence, indeed, will dictate 
that governments long established should 
not be changed for light and transient 
Causes. . . ." 


The abuses of course had been first of 


ill economic. England simply expected the 
American colonies to fulfill their role in 
mercantilism as did the other British colo- 
nies in other parts of the world. After all, 
what wai good for London was presumed 
to be good for Massachusetts and Virginia 
hi the long run. 


But the British leaders also had a con- 


tempt for the colonists. These were not 
people who should dictate economic terms 
or outline political idea*. And the diplo- 
macy which might have meant that we 
would now be a member of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations was lacking. 
When the colonists objected to being treat- 
ed like underlings, military and political 
pressures and economic retaliations began. 
And the widening breach brought out 
something new in colonialism—the Ameri- 


can colonist? were no longer merely Brit- 
ish subjects They were American*. 


The mott familiar put of the Declara- 


tion was not something dreamed up by 
Thomas Jefferson or any ef the others 
who helped frame the Declaration. There 
was little original in it. It came from 
Montesquieu and John Locke and Voltaire 
and John Stuart Mill. But its a\owal put 
the soon-to-be-bom United States on record 
about a philosophy of government that is 
of essential importance. 


"We hold these truths to be self - evi- 


dent, that all men are created equal, that 
they are endowed by their Creator with 
certain unalienable rights, that among 
these are life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness. That to secure these right*, gov- 
ernments are instituted amort1 men. de- 
riving their just powers from the consent 
of the governed. . . ." 


The men who met in Philadelphia dur- 


ing the hot and hectic days of June, 177« 
and who were destined to bring into being 
something new in government spent little 
time looking over their shoulders. By edu- 
cation, most of them were well grounded 
in history, literature and political science. 
But they were unafraid to break with tra- 
dition. They were, far more than the 
French who set up the Reign of Terror, 
true revolutionists. And part of the Decla- 
ration makes this clear. 


"That whenever any form of govern- 


ment becomes destructive of these ends, 
it is the right of the people to alter or 
abolish it, and to institute new govern- 
ment. . . . It is their right, it is their duty, 
to throw off such government, and to pro- 
vide new guards for the future security." 


Every time we attempt to safeguard 


every aspect of our way of life, we ought 
to read over the Declaration of Independ- 
ence.

Over the years 
tince independence from Belgium there 
has been almost total confusion as far as 
everyone outside the Congo is concerned 
and very likely to a lot of those inside. 


When independence cam* too quickly 


•—and perhaps Belgium planned it that way 
—chaos reigned. Half a dozen tribes rose 
up in violent warfare against each other. 
The Red - leaning Patrice Lumumba pro- 
claimed himself to lead thousands. Kalonji 
declared himself a god-emperor and at 
least the people in one province believed 
him. Moise Tshombe refused to give alle- 
giance to the central government and tried 
to make his province of Katanga inde- 
pendent. 


Lumumba was murdered and United 


Nations troop* finally quelled the Katanga 
war. Kalonji went into exile. The United 
States was split over whether or not 
Tshombe should have been permitted to 
wcede and there were charges of U.N. 
atrocities. Girenga took over the leftist 
gavel but was exiled. Neither Premier 
Adoula nor General Mobuto could put 
down the increasing rebellion in Kivu prov- 
ince, probably Communist-led and inspir- 
ed. 


So now Adoula has resigned, Gizenga 


Rhodes' Heritage 


In England Cecil Rhodes it probably 


best known for his years of work in colo- 
nial government in Africa, particularly in 
the country now named after him. But cer- 
tainly in the United States the Rhode! 
Scholarships keep his name in memory 
although only 32 Americans are chosen 
for the honor of study at Oxford every 
year 


Lord Elton has written in Harper's of 


the quite remarkable will of Rhodes whicn 
set up what have become quite remark- 
able scholarships over the period of fifty 
years. 


Originally the endowment was to cover 


the choice of the 32 Americans. 20 "young 
Colonists" and five Germans. But when 
England and Germany hart a definite fall- 
Ing out which culminated in two World 
Wars, the five Germans were eliminated 
and the number added to scholarships 
available to young men in the Empire, soon 
to be the Commonwealth. The young men 
—nothing was said about young women— 
were to be chosen for a variety of reasons 
In addition to intellectual achievement and 
scholarship. They were to display "quali- 
ties of manhood, truth, courage, devotion 
to duty, sympathy for and protection of 
the weak, kindliness, unselfishness and 
fellowship." They were to have indicated 
''fondness of. and success in, manly out- 
door sports." But most of ail they" were 
to have "esteemed the performance of pub- 
lic duty as their highest aim" and be "the 
best men for the world's fight." 


Although Elton has not delved into the 


and Kalonji have come back from exile 
and who is to be the next premier? None 
other than Moise Tshombe himself. 


The last of the U.N. troops packed up 


their duffle and left on the last day of 
June not because the trouble in the Congo 
was over but because there was no more 
money. And now it will be ascertained 
whether Tshombe can control the rebel- 
lion.

Is there a lesson to be learned from 


all of this? As far as the United States is 
concerned it ought to teach us to keep out 
of jungle politics. 


Tshombe, with a well-paid representa- 


tive in New York, carefully marshalled 
opinion in his favor in this country al- 
though he did not succeed in gaining inde- 
pendence for Katanga. Instead he has man- 
aged to reap the benefit of the continued 
chaos and complete lack of governmental 
ability in the central Congo government. 
Tshombe definitely deserves the chance to 
try to make order out of the shambles. 


Moreover, although the U.N. forces op- 


posed Tshombe, their presence undoubted- 
ly prevented an early take-over by Russian 
influenced elements. Ironically the U.N. 
may have led to the new leadership for 
Tshombe. 


histories of all the Rhodes winners he has 
looked far enough to find that apparently 
none sank into obscurity. But the Ameri- 
cans and the "young Colonists" were dif- 
ferent in their choices of careers after 
their years at Oxford. The Americans 
eventually all went home but many of the 
commonwealth natives stayed in England. 
The latter also went into active political 
life more than did Americans and prob- 
ably ;ried to fulfill Rhodes' hope that the 
day would come when every political lead- 
er and opposition leader would have been a 
Rhodes Scholar. 


But the Americans most notably have 


gone into the field of education. Beyond 
a large number of professors, there have 
been 33 university and college presidents, 
chancellors or vice-chancellors And the 
Americans molt definitely have been ac- 
tive in the field of creative literature, 
something 
almost 
completely 
lacking 


among Rhodes recipients in the Common- 
wealth. Some have combined a variety of 
positions and finally have gone into gov- 
ernment. There are currently about a 
doren former Rhodes Scholars in high- 
ranking positions in Washington, including 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk and Su 
preme Court Justice Byron White. 


Whether or not young men have any 


idea of qualifying for the Rhodes Scholar- 
ships, certainly the requirements set down 
by Cecil Rhodes are worth noting by all 
students going on to higher education. 
"The world's fight" continues to need the 
very best men and women it can enlist.

person. Hamlet quite properly 
informed his false friends that 
they couW not pluck out the 
heart of his mystery.

Gabriel Marcel, many years 


ago, wrote a fine book called

components. 


There are many who con- 


sider the person chiefly as 
Economic Man. There

There are the positivists and 
super-scientists who would ad- 
mit nothing but Physical and 
Chemkal Man, as though a 
dollar's worth of phosphates 
explained love and honor and 
sacrifice. 


The whole person cannot be 


known by human means alone, 
and he is in grave danger of 
being violated: his privacy re- 
moved, his passions

mized, his needs prescribed 
and proscribed, his reactions 
tabulated on a curve, his ulti- 
mate identity reduced to Per- 
sonnel, a series of digits, a 
Ug. a license, an area code, 
a zip code, and. finally, a Cas- 
ualty.
